!am now 88 years old and | attended Wolmer's from 9 years old until | was 17, leaving in 1941 
and | have very fond memories of my classmates and teachers: 


I looked on my book shelves and found the prizes I received at Wolmer's. The 1939 prize is 
beautiful. It has the crest of the school on the cover and in Latin the words "Wolmerinae 
Sigillum Scholae". This was signed by Mary Cowper and the title is "English Literature" by 
Margaret Wilson. I also received the 1941 Science Prize - signed by Evelyn Skempton: 
"Madame Curie" by Eve Curie. | remember after reading that book | dreamed of becoming a 
great scientist. I received another Science Prize - signed by Mrs. Skempton - title "Short 
History of Science to the 19th Century" by Charles Singer. 


All these books have book-plates with our school's crest. In looking through these clippings so 
many names come back to me of people I knew. I would have liked the clipping of Anna 
Hollar (May 1947). Ihave such fond memories of her. Was there a clipping for 1941 on the 
Matley Essay Competition? / won that Competition two years in a row and was invited by C. 
B. Lewis, Curator of the Science Museum, Institute of Jamaica, to work there as a result. 


In Prizegiving Day 1939, my name is listed Form V Senior: Amy Barry. There are so many 
names that I recognize that I could not remember before: I remember Cynthia Wells very 
well. She and her husband started and ran the Excelsior School. I also remember Ena Sergeant 
and Lois Brandon. Among teachers , I recall Ms. Jeffrey-Smith , Edna DaCosta & Ms. 
Beckwith among others. I have just a few pictures of my time at Wolmer's Girls School. / also 
have my Prefect's pin and indeed you have a picture of me on Page 71 of "In the Light of the 
Sun" - The photo of Prefects in 1941 - on the back rowI1 am the third from the left between Pat 
Ennevor & Phyllis McPherson. I am also in touch with Olga Rowe-Duquesnay. 


I worked at the Science Museum as Botanist for 9 years and started the Herbarium. I was also 
one of the original members of the Natural History Society of Jamaica which is still in 
existence. I wrote many articles on the plants and was Secretary of the Society for many 
years and also one of the editors for the mimeographed news that we put out every month. 
Some of these article appeared in a book "The Glimpses of Jamaica Natural History". 

Tam still in touch with the Natural History Society which now has an office at the University. 
In my days the University did not exist and so the Institute of Jamaica was considered the 
cultural & education center of the island.
